When the office w as consolidated last 


week with the American

company, he w as 
relieved 
o f the 
agency and turned 
the office over 
Saturday. 
Thi— morning he appear­ 
ed to be in exceptionally good spirits. 


Tie went to the express office to 


get some tools and returned home 
about eight-thirty. 
A t that time he 
had a conversation with bis father- 
in-law, Daniel Spivey, in 
which he 
mentioned that he had plenty 
o f 
work and that he believed everything 
would be all right. 
Mr. Spivey r e ­ 


plied that be w as confident that they 
would got along all right and advised 
W alter not to worry. 
Mr. Briden­ 
stein placed his pipe on the mantel 


the front room o f his borne and lay 


down on a couch. 
Tie had not been 


there oVer five 
minutes 
when he 
turned over, facin g Mr. Spivey. 


Tt was then that Mr. Spivey dis­ 
covered that he w as ill. 
He was un­ 
conscious wlifn physicians arrived 


and died about ten o ’clock without 
regaining consciousness. 


Coroner 
Barnett o f 
Homer w as 
called and an autopsy w as held by 
the coroner and P rs. E. T. Wooden 
and W. s. Coleman. 
There w as no 


trace o f poison found hut everything 
indicated suicide. 
The stomach will 


he sent to Indianapolis for an a n a ly ­ 
sis.

greatly shocked hv his death as a p ­ 
parently he had little cause to take 
his life. 
This was his first d a y to he 


out o f work. 
Mr. Bridenstein suffer­ 
ed hard convulsions leading the ph y­ 
sicians to believe that he had taken 


some kind o f poison.

Tt was hinted 
that he 
had taken 


potassium cyanide, 
a 
very deadly 


poison. 
Potassium cyanide is used 
in garages and 
machine 
shops for 


tempering metal and it is believed he 
obtained the poison while connected 
with a garage in West Second street. 
He disposed o f his property several 
months ago. 
According to the fam i­ 
ly he never talked o f taking his life 


and for this reason his death w as all 


the more surprising.

Mr. Bridenstein came here about 
seven years ago from Kokomo.

was thirty years old July J last and 


had been married six years.

And the 
chairman of the Rules Committee 
is Representative Robert Henry, of

There are several bills for the re­ 
lief of the cotton growers,! however. 
One of these is the bill providing for 
the licensing of cotton warehouses, 
and their inspection. 
This bill pass­ 
ed the Senate, with 
a number 
of 


amendments, »-5 that it included not 
only cotton, 
but 
gnpn, 
tobacco, 
naval stores, canned salmon, 
and 
several other products. 
The other piece of cotton legisla­ 
tion which apparently will be pass­ 
ed 
without 
trouble 
consists 
of 
amendment to the Federal Reserve 
act. 
One of these permits member 
banks to keeps all of their reserves 
in the regional reserve banks, and 
the other permits the issuance of the 
equivalent of 109 per cent of the 
unimpaired capital and surplus of 
the hank in emergency currency, in­ 
stead of only 30% as under the pre­ 
sent law. 
Then there is 
the 
conservation 
program in its many phases. 
Fights were also expect« 1«! today 
to occur during thi- session on three] 
pork barrel hills, the rivers and har­ 
bors, the public buildings, and the 
good roads hill. 


The attitude of the President will 
probably determine the fate of the 
Shij* purchase hill, so far 
as 
the 
House is concerned. There is strong 
opposition to this 
measure 
in both 
houses, and, while it was admitted 
today that it would be easy enough 
to force it through the House 
by 
means of a rule, there is no assur- 
anecf that the President could force 
tin* bill through the Senate in the 
brief time which will be available. 
Opposition in the 
Senate 
centers 
with those senators who are intense­ 
ly opposed 
to government 
owner­ 
ship as a general principle. 
One of the hottest tights exjiected 
on the appropriation hills is that on 
the armament question. 
The Euro­ 
pean war has. in their own minds, 
strengthened the arguments of both 
tlie little navy men and the big navy 
men. The big navy men declare that 
the suddenness of this war proves 
emphatically the necessity of being 
prepared. 
The little navy men point 
to the destruction of battleships and 
cruisers by submarines, and 
say: 
“ Why build battleships until we find 
out if there is any way to protect a 
battleship 
from 
submarines—all 
.nay be made obsqlete any day by 
some development in this war.” 
Over in the Senate the problem i- 
much 
more difficult, owing to the 
fact that the re is no way of putting 
an end to tin* debates on any « po ­ 
tion so long as any senators want to 
discuss it. 
Possibilities 
in 
this 
direction are still fresh in the minds 
of senators from the successful IHi- 
buster of Senator Burton last ses­ 
sion against the rivers and harbors 
bill. 
Beside the conservation measures 
already mentioned which have been 
passed by the House and are await­ 
ing action by the Senate, there arc. 
a number of other imp« *rtant hills 
which have been acted] upon by the 
House but which have not passed 
tin* Senate. 
Among these tin* one 
which is probably the most import­ 
ant is tin* Immigration 
Bill. 
The 
point of difficulty about this bill is 
the literarcy te>t, which tin* Presi­ 
dent, is sai« l t«> be opj>ose<t to, while 
there is a wide difference of opinion 
in the Senate. 
Senator O’Gonnau, 
who has been off tlh* administration 
“reservation” considerably recently 
is leading tin* fight against the lit- 
cracv test, for once with the 
P re s i­ 
dent.
